Authorities refer to sophistication in preparing, concealing attack

‘What should never happen’ 


Bundy trial errors cast shadow on Nevada federal prosecutors

he government spent more than three years bringing Cliven Bundy to trial in the aftermath 
of the April 2014 armed standoff near Bunkerville. 
But it took only two months for the high-profile case to collapse in court. 
Federal prosecutors deceived the presiding federal judge, repeatedly ignored the law and failed 
to provide the defense with evidence that could have harmed the government’s case, the court
